8t. Petersburg, Oct. 24.—2.15 p.m.— 
No official information from Vice-Ad¬ 
miral Rojextvcunky, commander of the 
aeoond Pacific s.iuadron, or from other 
UuMsian sources bail reached the authori¬ 
ties here as this dispatch is writzteu iu 
regard to the firing by the squadron up- 
ou British fishing boats eariy oil Satur¬ 
day morning in the North sea. 

The authorities are dumbfounded by 
the itf-ess reports of the affair and can¬ 
not credit rhe ncoouuta as presented. For 
this reason the censor to-duy declined to 
ullow the publication of the foreign ac¬ 
counts-of the affair. 

Grave Situation. 

St. Petersburg, Oct 24.—Ambassador 
Hardline, although momentarily expect¬ 
ing instruction* from the British govern¬ 
ment on the subject of the firing on Hull 
fishing bouts, had not received any at 
noon t«>-duy. 

In the highest quarters where the re¬ 
ports were circulated, the gravity of the 
affair wus fully appreciated and the inci¬ 
dent greatly deplored. Thut Russia will 
offer apologies and reparation and make 
honorable amends i-j not doubted, but 
owing to the Inflamed state of public 
opinion, nisi coming as it doe* after the 
Knight Commander and Red sea inci¬ 
dents, it is recognized that the situation 
may become acute unless the cool heads 
among the British statesmen proceed 
calmly. 

Unfortunately in. meeting such a situa¬ 
tion the Rimxian government is so imm- 
bersome as to render the prompt action 
which such a situation seams to demand 
almost impoMible. Everything wifi de¬ 
pend ujhju the character of the British 
demands, wherein it is considered lies 
Bhe principal danger of a possible rup¬ 
ture. 

If the British go -to the extent of de¬ 
manding the punishment of Vice-Ad¬ 
miral ltejestvensky or even the recall of 
the squadron, as some of the British 
newspapers intimate, it is likely to 
create a situation here which would 
make it hard if not iuqHtssiide to humble 
Kussiau pride to such au extent. 

Sailed Southward. 

London. Oct. 22.—The Russian Baltic 
fleet,* comprising seven battleships and 
four cruisers, passed Dover in three sec¬ 
tions between ti o'clock this morning and 
2 o’clock this afternoon, and later passed 
Eastbourne. They were watched by 
largo crowds from shore. Nothing has 
beet^ seeu of the torpedo fleet, which, 
however, may have passed during the 
night. ,as Lloyd’s at noon reported four 
Russian torpedo boats passing St. 
Catharine's point, apparently bourditig a 
steamer bound east. 

A dispatch from Cherbourg reports 
thHt three Rusisan torpedo boats, escort¬ 
ed by the volunteer cruiser Kpren, nre 
moored in the roadstead there to take 
coal, water, etc. 

Guarding Torpedo Boat. 

Oherboung, FVance. Oct. 24.—The ad¬ 
vance guard of the Kussiau second I'a- 
cifkt, squadron, ciaisiirting of tunHslo 
boat*, are in the outer harbor. The 
main squadron is expected here, but it 
br not yet certjliij wbiMher the warships 
will enter the harbor. The vessel* which 
first arrived here were not with the larger 
ships when the latter fired on-the British 
fishing bouts Saturday morning. There¬ 
fore it la not yet itossible to obtain the 
Rumian version of the affair. 

'Hie Russian tiorpedo Ismt* arc sur¬ 
rounded by guanl boots and the utmost 
vigilance is maintained. No person is 
permitted to approach them, and no per¬ 
son is allowed to come asbtvre excepting 
the postman. The tsmt* are furnished 
with the wireless tolegrnph equipment. 
They took on provisions from the trans¬ 
port Korea. 

During -last night and this morning the 
vigilance was redoubled, owing to fears 
of Japanese ships being In the channel.

British Protest 

London, Oct. 24.-4.52 p. m.—The Bri¬ 
tish government this afternoon sent 
urgent notes of protest t*o the Russian 
government on the subject of the Russian 
attack on the British fishing fleet in the 
North Sea, through both Ambassador 
Hardinge and the Russian ambassador in 
London. , 

“An Act of War.” 

London, Oct. 24.—As Foreign Minister 
Lansdowne and the Russian ambassador 
were ont of town yesterday and all the 
government offices in Lbndon were closed 
no official view could be gleaned of the 
firing by Russian warships on a British 
fishing fleet in the North Sea. 

The first reports of the nffair received 
In Ldndon were regarded as almost in¬ 
credible. When, however, culiyinntive 
evidence no longer left doubt astonish¬ 
ment became bewilderment as to the pos¬ 
sible motive which cotihl have Jed the 
Russian officers Into such an extraordin¬ 
ary and inexplicable course of action, 
which unless a satisfactory explanation 
Is forthcoming, could be regarded os an 
act of war. 

This is the view taken editorially by 
all the morning papers. The worst fea¬

York dispatch. 

Somewhere in the Baltic Sea or in the 
waters of the Far East the Russians 
have the five submarine terrors which are 
tli© gnme sought by the new Japanese 
vrosels which now nr© being hidden under 
tons of wheat in the hold of a vessel that 
is to take them to a point near the pro¬ 
spective battle ground. 

Within three months the Japanese an¬ 
ticipate the world will be startled by the 
report of tite first battle that has ever 
been fought under the surface of the sea 
J —a battle in which there wiH b© no noise 
\ nor smoke, no lwoming of "annon or 
clash of armor, no field strewn with 
wounded and corpses or with th© wrecks 
of instruments of war. No man will wit¬ 
ness the battle; the conquered will find 
rest at the bottom of the sen, ami even 
the victoni may not know that they are 
victors until they are safely on land. 

The five submarine torpedo boats were 
built for Japan by the Fore River Ship¬ 
building Company and shipped on a big 
freight steamer for the Mikado’s land. 
This is the first time that ship* of war 
have ever crossed the ocean in sections, 
this being done so that no time will be 
lost in reconstructing them when they 
reach a Japanese port. 

Jnpan’s evident plan is to rush Hie 
five new submarines, so that they may 
meet the Fulton aud her sister boats re¬ 
cently purchased by Russia.

AN INTOLERABLE OUTRAti 


The crowning net of Russia’s blunder¬ 
ing during the present war was surely 
the cruel outrage upon the Hull fishing 
fleet. The performance of the Mus¬ 
covite admiral or of his subordinate 
officers must be set down to such a con¬ 
dition of panic us implies absolute unfit¬ 
ness to meet an enemy. A commander 
who could mistake a floo£ of fishing boats 
for a squadron of Japanese cruisers of 
any calibre must Jiuve been iu a state 
bordering on nervous prostration. 

The situation created by this blunder, 
which must on the most favorable view 
l»e considered as bordering on criminality, 
is of the most critical kind. It will 
be extremely trying to British temper. 
To remain calm, to main tain a judicial 
attitude in the face of a nation exasper¬ 
ated to the point of outbreak by reports 
of piracy and of citicen murder*-! iu 
Cold blood, will be the duty of the lead¬ 
ers of British public opinion and an obli- | 
gat ion on British statesmen at this time, j 

The British public is surprised and in¬ 
dignant. but it is not-yet fully seized of 
the enormity of the outrage. The nation 
1ms given no offence, and it cannot con¬ 
ceive of the get of the Russian* being u 
mere wanton expr**ssion of unreasoning ] 
malice. The general opinion is that the 
attack on the North' Sea fleet was a 
blunder. If that were not the opinion j 
there would be ominous rumblings all 1 
round the world; because whether n 1 
blunder or net it was an act of war. i 
Having committed Much nil act, the Rus- 1 
sinn fleet will be under surveillance until 
apologies are made and guarantees 
of reparation are produced. 

No ikiubt a full apology, accompanied j 
by expressions >>f eagerness to make 1 
every possible amend, will be speedily 1 
forthcoming. But even In the face of : 
such promise^ of amends, n very tense | 
situation has been created. And the 1 
tension will not be at an end while the 
war lasts. Tfce-peesihility of grave com- 
plications link been increased.

The 
finding continues: "The jury further find 
that the collision was caused by misun¬ 
derstanding of orders. The Jury further 
find that the V., W. & Y. Railway Com¬ 
pany were very negligent iu employing 
conductors of trains, and especially dur¬ 
ing a time v?hen travel was unusually 
largo and heavy, without proper examin¬ 
ation as to fitness to run aforesaid trains.

& Y. Railway Company were moat care¬ 
less in not requiring conductors, acting 
as dispatchers, in making changes in the

patcher nnd in having no telegraphic or 
telephonic communication between the 
stations on their line." 


I have delayed extended notice of the 
work of Esther Morice in "The History 
of the Northern InteMor of British Co¬ 
lumbia” ( 1 ) for several reasons reflating 
to its lmoprtanee.

The mining situation for the past week 
has improves] beyond the expectations 
expressed in the last review.

Tho 
mill is consequently now absolutely free 
from all difficulty, and can never be ham¬ 
pered again in its water supply. Good 
lack is also noticeable In other direetkma. 
The White Bear mill is repdy for a 
steady run, am) the Northport smelter 
has overcome the difficulties of a short¬ 
age of coke. There Is an increase in the 
total tonnage for the week ending Satur¬ 
day, although the shipments from the Le 
Roi No. 2 fell off nearly one-half. All 
the shipping mine are preparing for 
winter work, and there are excellent 
prospects for a steady run, with the 
gradual increase of the camp payroll to 
the extent of 200 men. The additions 
will be made at the War Eagle, Centre 
Star, Le Roi, Jumbo, White Bear and 
Spitzee. The tonnage of ore shipment*

The 
Montreal & Boston, which is lieginning Co 
operate on a large scale, promisee in thn* 
to furnish a large tonnage for the rail¬ 
ways. When, all of the large lodes of low 
grade ore which are known to exist in 
that country are developed, the tonnage 
should be very large. As a matter of 
fact the t’onnnge in the Kootenay* is Jn- 
cteasing each year, nnd it is Mr. Law¬ 
rence's opinion that this state of afflaii* 
will continue for many years. 

Alfred Parr, secretary of the Atlin 
Mining Company, says Ymir is In a 
fairly prosperous condition. Several 
stamp mills are almost constantly In 
operation, contributing largely to the 
prosperity of the town. Tlie largest of 
these stamp mills is at the Ymir mine, 
where 50 stamps are kept in steady 
operation on ore from the mine. The re¬ 
cent strike on the Ymir is regarded a* an 
important 1 one.

Tea. fans and cigarettes are the soldiers* 
luxuries, fishing, writing letters and read¬ 
ing newspaper# their umuseincut*. The 
field post carries an enormous amount of 
mail every day between Autung and the 
front. Riding about the camps one al¬ 
ways sees hundreds of soldiers sitting 
cross-legged under tho trees painting 
artistic epistles to relative*, with brushes 
on rolls of thin paper. Tho greatest in¬ 
dulgence of the officers axg the big iron] 
kettles, carried lu nMiing, two on a 
pony, which are used fbr heating water 
for hot baths, as well ns to cook the com¬ 
pany mess of rice. A few squares of 
straw matting to construct a bath house, 
n fire, and nn immense stone jar for a 
tub, spell comfort. 

Another souvenir of homo fife which 
the soldiers have brought into Manchoret 
w a fishing tine in every knapsack.

The Soldier’s Courtesy and Honesty. 

No description of the Japanese soldier 
would <be just which failed to mention hi* 
courtesy and hi* honesty.

SPORT AND TRAVEL IN THE 

NORTHLAND OF CANADA 


PENALTIES OF CONSCRIPTION. 


Away up iu the Canadian northland 
there ia a country where the finest aport 
on the continent may be had. Not many 
traveller* have visited it, but with each 
year's movement northward, the great 
hunting ground of suboretie Canndu be¬ 
come* measurably nearer. There i* 
much in those fascinating region* to at¬ 
tract the adventurous sportsman, who, 
properly equipped, tnrfy put In a very 
enjoyable holiday, and one which may 
always be recalled with pleasure. Along 
tue main waterways of the north trav¬ 
ellers ha vo conn* and gone for more than 
a century, and exploring parties have 
Iienetrated for considerable distances 
into tbe country on either side of these 
great river systems. But large tract* 
still remain unexplored. For instance, 
there is n vuat country practically unex¬ 
plored between Chesterfield Inlet and 
Great b.nve Lake, reaching northward 
to the Arctic coast. The region west of 
Hudson’* Bay wn* visited by Mr. J. B. 
Tyrrell in 1803 and 181)4,' under, the aus¬ 
pices of the geological survey; beyond 
Mr. Tyrrell’s limits, however, was a 
tract of unknown country bounded by the 
Coppermine river and the Arctic seas. 
The first white man to e^ter this reg’on 
was Mr. David T. IIanbury, who has 
learned to know the Canadian north as 
even no Canadian know* it. Mr. Han- 
bury, with two other English companion* 
and a band of faithful Esquimaux 
guides, pushed confidently, during 1002, 
into the unknown depths of those barren 
grounds, and a record of his adventures, 
recently published, i* valuable also for 
its geographical discoveries* a* well ns 
for Its description of the subarctic* a# 
a sporting ground. On such a journey 
and so far from civilisation, a time is 
certain to arrive when to kill indeed be¬ 
come* a necessity for subsistence. As a 
rule, the northland abounds with game, 
and bunting has an added Best because 
of its necessity. It is tile land of the 
musk-oxen', deer and fish, all of which 


exist in great numbers, with other small¬ 
er game less abundant. Mr. Hanbury 
says: 1 “On the main Ark-Minik river 
(tietween Great Slave lake and Chester¬ 
field inlet) there is a stretch of country 
about eighty miles in length, into wk<el> 
no human being enters. The Esquimo 
do not hunt so fnr west, and the Slave 
Lake Indians do not go>iQ far enst. 
Thus there still remaius one spot in this 
great barren northland which is sacred to 
the musk-ox. Here the animals remain 
in their primitive state, exhibiting no 
fear, only curiosity. I approached sev¬ 
eral herds within fifty yards, photo 
graphed them nt my leisure, moving 
around as I wished, and then retired, 
leaving them still stupidly staring at me 
a* if in wonder. When deer were not 
procurable, a musk-ox was killed. Fish 
were plentiful all along the lArk-i-linik: 
in fact, I never saw such a grand river 
for fish. All animals appear to be gm>d 
on the Barren Lunds; or is it that one’s 
appetite is good? An occasional goose 
was shot, or duck, or ptarmigan, or nn 
arctic hare; we always had enough, be- | 
Ing indifferent as to the exact kind of I 
animal which satisfied our hunger.” I 
“I have always maintained that 
i»nrren Ground’ is a misnomer for the 
northland of Canada. No land can bo J 
called ‘barren’ which hears wild flowers 
in profusion, numerous heaths, luxuriant | 
gras* in place 1 * up to the knee, and a 
variety of mosses and lichens. If is 
barren only in the sense that It is des- 
titne of trees.”

’’Occasionally, in fact very often, doer 
in fhe northland behave like mad ani¬ 
mals. Sometimes when tru veiling on 
large lakes, and on very flat, open coun¬ 
try, where an attempt to stalk an animal 
would be waste of time, a bond of deer 
will approach as soon as they see the 
dogs and sleigh. They will come right 
up within easy range, and even nfter 
several have been killed the others will 
continue to run round and round tho 
sleigh, and keep the party company tile 
whole afternoon. 

“It had often been n pujtzle to me to 
account for the number of wolves which 
died of starvation during the winter In 
a cpuutry where deer were so plentiful. 
I questioned the Huskies about this, and 
they replied that wolves had great diffi¬ 
culty in running down a de-*r. The 
safety of the deer, no doubt, lie* in their 
number.” 

Mr. Hanbnry says furthermore that he 
found the natives simple, honest, willing 
and invariably cheerful, while as com¬ 
panions and sportsmen “It was * great 
pleasure to hnnt with E*kimo.”

Mediterranean fleet. 'When he went to 
the fleet the average speed was eleven 
knots; when he left it he had added a 
couple of knots to the speed of the shijw. 
In the Mediterranean fleet the Belleville 
boiler gave no trouble. The adinirul in¬ 
formed the chief engineers that trouble 
with the Belleville boiler would he re¬ 
garded as proof,of inefficiency in the en¬ 
gineers’ department, and that half pay 
would be the resist.

During the 
Boer war the system of information re¬ 
garding enemies’ ships organized by Sir 
John Fisher was so perfect thut at any 
time of the day or night the position of 
every foreign man-of-war throughout the 
world was accurately known. Had war 
broken out in 1901 or 1802, all thut fore¬ 
sight could provide for was done. From 
Constantinople to the Strnits of Gibraltar 
every conceivable problem had been 
worked out iu such perfection that, no 
matter where or how war broke out, the 
J commander-in-chief would have been 
ready for all eventualities.

3. We endorse and approve the action of the Government 
in permtiting the nse of Pish Traps along the shores of Vancou¬ 
ver Island, whereby the exploitation of our fisheries can be prose¬ 
cuted with greater advantage than under the Bystem formerly in 
vogne, and Canadian fishermen can take Canadian Balmon which 
wonld otherwise be caught in traps in adjacent United States 
waters. We also heartily commend the decision of the Govern¬ 
ment to establish additional hatcheries on s more extensive scale 
than hitherto, thns contributing to the further preservation of 
one of the most important industries of the Province.

6. We endorse and approve the action of the Liberal Gov¬ 
ernment of Canada in advancing the Capitation Tax on Chinese 
entering the Province, first from $50 to $100 and again from $10-1 
to $500, a total increase under the Liberal Administration of 
$450 per head. 

7. We endorse and approve the policy and action of the 
Liberal Government of Canaria in constituting the Board of RaU¬ 
way Commissioners for Canada, a Court of Record with ample 
powers to enforce the law and to seonre the carrying ont of the 
decrees of the Court, and with plenary jurisdiction over aU Can¬ 
adian RaUways both in regard to the protection of employees 
and the travelling public and in regard to the fixing and regula¬ 
tion of tolls and charges., Already the Board has rendered im¬ 
portant public service, and its establishment has reflected most 
favorably upon the wisdom of the Administration. 

8. We endorse and commend the policy of the Government 
in liberaUy subsidizing lines of ocean-going steamers, whereby 
the increase of Canadian Commerce is greatly promoted, and 
as residents of this city and province we especially commend the 
establishment of the Canadian-Anstralian and Canadian-Mexican 
Services. We also endorse the policy of the Government in ad¬ 
vertising Canada abroad, thsreby promoting Immigration to the 
Dominion and we pledge onrselves to urge upon t|e Government 
the continuation of this work and its extension on a wider scale 
than ever before to British Columbia. 

9 Wo recognize and upland the action of the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment In granting a bounty to load manufactured in Canada, 
whereby a very important branch of mining in this Province has 
been revived and remunerative employment has been given to a 
large number of people. 

10. We commend the policy of the Government in respect to 
legislation in the intereets of labor, including action in regard 
to tlw establishment of the Labor Bureau, the adoption of tho 
Fair Wage principle, the settlement of strikes and lockouts and 
other useful legislation in that direction, and pledge ourselves to 
give our hoarty assistance and support to any further efforts in 
that direction. 

' 11. We deolare onr firm conviction that the continuation in 

power of Bir Wilfrid Lanrior and the Liberal Party affords the 
strongest guarantee that the great period of prosperity, which 
the country has enjoyed in the past eight years will be con¬ 
tinued in the future.

He | 
impressed me as a nmn sincerely purpos- j 
ing to do whatever lay in his power fur 1 
the betterment of the condition of Ills 
people, lie is ubt in any sense a'weak¬ 
ling, a» lias been repeatedly declared in 
print, but a man of strong constitution 
nnd great poise. It has been my go<nl 
fortune to meet in audience several sove¬ 
reigns, ami I believe that, with the pos- • 
sible exceptions of the Emperor of Ger- ( 
many and the King of England, he is the 
strongest monarch in Europe. 

The conversation was in English. { 
which lie speaks without any trail* of 
foreign accent, his tutor having been an f 
English clergyman. It is also the pre- ; 
scribed language of the household, an \ 
order having been isstHMl while I was in | 
St. Petersburg that all the attendants \ 
upon the royal family should speak that j 
language. 

On my arrival in Vienna I received a I 
telegram from my correspondent in St. j 
Petersburg saying: 

“I know you will lie glad to learn that [ 
before your feet left Russian soil the cen¬ 
sorship had been abolished. However. { 
Count Lamsdorff finds strongly that it j 
would be a mistake to limit it to the As¬ 
sociated Press, as it' will tend to our dis¬ 
paragement, and it might be regarded as | 
a bargain, ami he would like to throw it 1 
open to every correspondent.” 

I wired back immediately assenting to | 
this proposition, ami within forty-eight j 
hours after it was removed for the Asso¬ 
ciate.! Press it was removed for every¬ 
body. 


No sovereign of Europe probably is 
snore misunderstood than the Emperor of 
Rwsin. The fact that by reason of the 
Russian scheme of government' he is an 
autocrat, is the head of the Greek church, 
and is, then fore, by his own people ac¬ 
counted a holy person, has led to the Im¬ 
pression that he is difficult of access, 
most reserved, and even austere. On the 
contrary, he is one of the most democra¬ 
tic sovereigns iu the world. During a 
recent visit to St. Petersburg, without 
any warning, I received a command to 
an audience. There was no indication, 
as is usual at the European courts, of 
the costume to 1 k> worn; hut the messen¬ 
ger advised me that the costume expected 
-would consist of the oTittnarr Americair 
evening dress, with the black buttons 
upon the coat and waistcoat replaced by 
gold ones. 

On descending from the carriage at the 
enormous Winter Palace of the Em¬ 
peror a servant in the palace livery of 
red coat and waistcoat, knee breeches, 
and white stockings, with ehapeay, ad¬ 
vanced, oud in the hallway removed my 
Arctic overshoes and took my overco&t 
and lint. Then I was frtkeii in charge 
by an usher. We mounted a grand stair¬ 
case, ami began to wind our way through 
the gold and brown halls of the palace, 
which is said to have a thousand rooms. 

Chat With n Grand Duke.* 

Finally, after an interminable -trump 
we entered a small ante-chamber. It 
looked out upon the Neva. In a corner 
on a sofa sat a young man in the cos¬ 
tume of au officer of the Imperial Guards. 
He rose, advanced and called me by 
name, announcing himself as the Grand 
Duke Andre, a cousin of the Emperor. 

Throughout Russia, by the way, his 
Majesty is always known as the Em¬ 
peror. and never as the Czar, except in 
official state documents. The word 
“Csmr” is never, heard in conversation. 
The Grand Duke Andre is a handsome 
young fellow, perhaps twenty-dive or 
twenty-eight years old. who speaks Eng¬ 
lish perf ectly. He wel comed me cordial¬ 
ly, an<Uexplained tBfff’TTie Emperor un¬ 
fortunately had been detained for a few 
moments and that' he had been directed 
to entertain me until his Majesty ar¬ 
rived. A door was then opened, and a 
•errant announced that the Emperor 
awaited me. Upon entering the room, 
which seemed to be a library or study, 
I found his Majesty aloue, standing by 
the table. I attempted to follow the 
prescribed n filiations for addressing a 
sovereign, which call for three formal 
bows, one upon entering the room, one as 
you approach him, and a third as you 
address him. After the first salutation^- 
bowever, he stepped forward, extended 
his hand, and said pleasantly: *‘I am 
glad to see you, Mr. Stone.” 

An Unconventional Monarch. 

Emperor Nicholas II. is a man some¬ 
thing under medium height, well propor¬ 
tioned. ami bears a striking resemblance 
to his cousins, Prince Henry and the 
prince of Wales. He wears a full sandy 
beard, cut rather short*. He has a most 
kindly impressive, mild, blue eye, be¬ 
tokening at once great sincerity, great 
kindness, nnd great discernment. He 
was dressed in the blue trousers of an 
army officer, with white-duck fatigue 
jacket., trimmed in blue braid.

PROTECTING CITIZENS. 


The Work Carried on by Public Control 
Department of London County 
Council.

LEGAL MARTYRS. 


The public control department of the 
London county council during the last year 
has exercised its authority In the following 
cases: Weights and measures sent for veri¬ 
fication, 2,6(14.582; Inspections of cool 
vehicles, 46,689; gas meters Inspected, 198,- 
00*; persons under 18 employed in shops, 
3(1.606; shops where seats are nec e ss a ry, 
32,661; smoke nu'sancea, 666. 

In view of recent prosecutions for weigh¬ 
ing paper with goods, the report pants out 
that In some of these prosecutions it had 
been shown that certain large firms benefit 
yearly to the extent of thousands of 
pounds by the practice. 

Twelve thousand two hundred and forty- 
nine inspections at bakers' and other prem¬ 
ises were made by the Inspectors during 
the year, 59 person* were cautioned In 
writing by the council, and 165 prosecu¬ 
tion* for Infringements of the act, by sell¬ 
ing light bread, etc. 

In connection with the administration of 
the Shop Hours Act, 1892-5. which regu¬ 
lates the employment In shop* of persons 
under the age of 18 rears, and limits the 
period of such employment to 74 hours n 
week. Including meal hours. It Is noted 
that the number of cases of over-employ¬ 
ment, In excess of 80 hours a week, has 
again declined, and last year ouly reached 
112, as against 167 In 1902, 212 In 1901, 2*0 
In 1900, and 454 In 1800. The number of 
premises at which young persons are em¬ 
ployed Is 23.040, ami the total number em¬ 
ployed h» 36,606—11,217 Indoor and 25,389 
outdoor. 

The Employment of Children Act, 1900, 
came Into operation at the beginning of the 
year. It empowers local authorities to 
make by-laws for regulating employment 
of children generally and for regulating 
street trading by person* under the age of 
10. The re|»ort states that probably the 
number of Lon Ion children engaged In 
paid employment, and after ^school hours. 
Is over 50,000. Many of these. It I* stated, 
are employed lu occupations prejudicial to 
young children, One of the most Import¬ 
ant objects of the by-laws of the council 
will 1 m- to prohibit employment fn such 
occupations. 


Errors of Judgment Seldom Heard About— 

Numerous Cases of 'Mistaken Identity. 

Justice is by no means Infallible, says 
London Answer*. Every year sees n num¬ 
ber of Innocent men wrongly convicted, 
and while lu some cases proofs of these 
Judicial errors come to hand after the vic¬ 
tim* have served but a few months’ im¬ 
prisonment, In many Instances the mistake* 
art* not found out until after those convict¬ 
ed have served their full sentence. 

The public rarely hears of there mis¬ 
takes of Justice, and yet In 1897 thirty-one 
men and women were released And granted 
a free pardon aft«*r having! been wrongly 
Imprisoned for ^ver four months. In n«*ne 
of these cases were the victims granted j 
any compensation, nor does the law entitle J 
them to redress In auy shape <»r form, 
whilst ti«* so much as a written or unwrit¬ 
ten apology is their lot. 

In cases of mistaken Identity, similar to 
that of Adolph Reck, there are very few 
precedents of compensatory bounty having 
been granted, while those on record do 
not show a dispensation of very large sum*. 

However, some sixty years ago, a most 
flagrant Instance of 

Miscarriage of Justice 
occurred. A well known solicitor named 
ftarber was, after a long trial, convicted of 
forgery, nnd was sentenced to transporta¬ 
tion for life. 

A considerable time elapsed before proofs 
turned up which Infallibly proved that Jus¬ 
tice had erred. In this ease It was felt that 
there were moral and Intellectual claim* j 
for compensation, for suffering which had 
been borne so long, so terribly and so un- j 
deservedly on the shoulders of au Innocent j 
man. A long debate was held to deter¬ 
mine the exact sum of money which could. 

In some measure at least, make up for the 
personal agony which the victim had under- ( 
gone, and eventually the House of Com¬ 
mons ordered the wronged iiuiu a bounty of 
£5.000. 

Some three years ago a man from New 
Zealand was brought to Colchester, charg¬ 
ed with having committed murder. Eventu¬ 
ally. however, the case against him was 
dismissed, and, taking into account the 
fearful strain which the innocent man 
must have suffered, the treasury granted 
him £600. 

The largest sum which has ever been 
granted in almost exactly elurihir condi¬ 
tions to those under which Adolph Reck take home to study. Pupils « 
wrongfully suffered Imprisonment, occurred day if they want to get on. 
^cactly twenty>dght years ago, when a lessons by MAIL are quite easy, 
man named Habron was convicted of mur¬ 
der at Manchester. Fortunately, proofs of 
his Innocence turned up. but not until some 
time later. Never had Justice committed 
a greater mlatake, and. although it was 
felt that it .would be lmpocwtbie to ade¬ 
quately compensate the victim of this ex¬ 
traordinary case of mistaken Identity, ho 
was only granted the sum of £1,000. 

There are numerous cases of mistaken 
Identity In which the wrongfully convicted 
man has not received a penny of com¬ 
pensation. In 1895, a man named Stewart 
was charged with being an escaped con¬ 
vict. He firmly protested that his name 
was Stickler, but the evidence was so 
strong against him that he was 
Sent Back to Prison. 

Two years elapsed! before the police ar¬ 
rested a man who was exactly like Stewart, 
and then It was discovered that this man 
was the erstwhile jailbird. 

Stickler, of course, was Immediately re¬ 
leased. but could claim no redress, and uis 
only consolation was that he had not been 
compelled to serve the full sentence. 

The exact value of circumstantial evi¬ 
dence is a much discussed question. Wil¬ 
liam Shaw, some years ago, was hanged an 
circumstantial evidence for the murder of 
his daughter. Just over a year after bis 
execution the tenant who rented Shaw's 
house discovered a letter written by the 
supposed murdered girl, in which she stat¬ 
ed that as the man she loved had jilted her, 
phe had made up her mind to commit sui¬ 
cide. The authorities were, of course, un¬ 
able to expiate this terrible mistake; but 
the dead man’s body was banded over to 
bis relations for reinterment, while, flags 
were waved over the graVe, and prominent 
officials attended the funeral in token that 
8haw's Innocence was recognised., 


Tlie chief complaints against meatless 
foods are that they are badly chosen and 
ImtUjr cooked. The two faults together, 
at their worst, produce poor nourishment, 
insipidity and indigestion—three un¬ 
pardonable thrit* tliSt' have made the 
typical ‘‘vegetarian” diet u byword. 
These three fault* are uot inevitable. 

Insipidity especially is due fo tbe 
wrong sorts of foods being taken through 
sheer ignorante, and the wrong ways of 
cookery being tolerated—cookery that Is 
busty, yet drastic enough to extract the 
valuable juices, which afterward tlie 
cook pour* away. In these juices are 
sofno of the antidotes' for over-acidity, 
nnd smile of the finest flavoring I know. 

Even when the juices are poured away, 
the foods are sloppy—a sort of wet saw¬ 
dust. Dr. Hurry Campbell, in the Lan¬ 
cet, Iki* culled attention to the sin of 
sloppiness aud the peril of pappy foods. 
People aim rsC drink such pappy food as 
wrongly prepared porridge. Hence they 
have had teeth and dyspepsia through 
too rapid eating of the stuff which really 
needs the slowest eating of all—namely, 
starchy stuff. 

About the wrong choice of vegetarian 
foods I cannot say much here. We ueed 
material to build cur body nnd to repair 
waste. Such material la absolutely es¬ 
sential. Low down on the list of foods 
of tliiff kind are potat«>es and cabbages 
and fruits texc( pt nuts). 

But it is of little use fo get the waste- 
rrpairing food unless we digest it. The 
Greek word for digesting was from the 
same root n« the I.*tin word for cooking, 
nnd in modern life the processes are 
closely parallel. For example, cooking 
elicits n tn*;»4 (ns in the case of flie 
potato); it makes the food soft (ns in the 
case of Inrge celery-sticks); it breaks up 
the fibrous covering of the starch; and it 
gives warm i'll. Slow mastication appar¬ 
ently has ail these duties. 

Why should it not 1 m* made part of na¬ 
tional education, ns it almost is ninong 
the peasants of France and the sages of 
India? Is it not n fine training for flie 
senses of sight of hearing, of smell, of 
taste, of tonc-lt, and the muscular sense? 
Among the qualities needed by n really 
exquisite chef are a truly niarvfeloua ac¬ 
curacy nnd discrimination. While thou¬ 
sand* are devoting their attention to 
training their biceps nnd other visible 
muscles, or even their biceps and their 
chest muscles as well, perhaps actually 
paying attention to the culture of their 
nerve's occasionally, they nre neglecting 
this simple culture of their senses. 

The crying need of t<Mlay and the 
future is economy. It is only with the 
help of economy that we tun compete 
'with*the yellow races of the East. Hav¬ 
ing economy, we have independence; we 
have more money for our pleasure. Our 
work itself is sweeter, because free’y 
chosen. Let a man be abb* to feed hap¬ 
pily on twopence a day, and surely he 
can choose his profession and afford to 
w-ait until he get* hi* opening. As it is. 
too many all-round minds spend half 
their lives cutting off their beautiful 
curves, so that tTiey may fit square 
holes. It is the want of money that 
forces them down and into those holes. 

Cooking Is by no means obedient to a 
text-hook. I know of no art which en¬ 
courages originality more. I have found 
if possible to devise 300 nourishing and 
appetizing dishes in n single year. 

Good cookery tends to better health, 
chiefly because of better digestion; to 
better clearing of the body; to greater 
freedom front undesirable cravings; to 
more enjoyment*. As to enjoyment, no 
word is necessary. Given the same ma¬ 
terials cooked by a French peasant and 
by an English incompetent, can there be 
any question ns to the value of cooking? 

The good cook, or the hostess who has 
a good cook, is popnlar. If she herself 
Is a good cook, she controls her servant 
setter, because she can find out precisely 
. A-bere the servant is wrong. And if she 
?an give her chef a pride in the work be- 
rauao the dishes are appreciated by the 
guests, then she has gone far to solving 
the servant problem. When, as has been 
the case with myself, seventy people of 
various occupations and Inclinations have 
pronounced a meal delicious and com¬ 
fortably satisfying, the, cook most be¬ 


come eager to add to the list of recipes. 

They are nut expensive recipes, though 
ve can run to several shillingM foT a 
dngh* dish. Here is one about which 
.here are no two opinions. It is a soup 
if pot-herbs. You buy twopenny-worth 
inclmttug, T :• i'Tt of the year, leeks, 
turnips, carr* * and heads of celery). 
You need i • Te nil these nt once. You 
wash fiem ’<<1!, throwing away only tlie 
parts that are unfit for use. The rest 
you allow to simmer for several hours in 
not too much water (of course, a gas 
store Is best for this purpose). Tlie 
turnip-tops yon keep for u green vege¬ 
table dish. The remains of the vege¬ 
tables you keep for a vegetable salad, to 
which you can add cold bean*. Soak 
butter beans for twelve honrs before you 
cook them. It is the beans that will 
make the salad nourishing. There is 
very little body-building material in the 
pof-herbs. Beside* this, the beans will 
offer a certain solidity and resistance to 
the teeth. 

Having W this soup simmer, strain it; 
then flavor it, but with as little flavoring 
as possible. Butter is good, and also 
some extract. The best of vegetable ex¬ 
tracts probably is on called “Marmite.” 
I use it in ninny dishes. Then* is no 
need whatsoever for meat stock. Few 
people ever guess from the taste that 
there is no meat stock in this soup. Many 
l»eople do not believe me when I tell them 
there i<* none. 

Yon onti follow this soup by a dish of 
lentils and 0 Ch«*(**e, the cheese being used 
partly for the sake of flavoring, portly 
for the sake of nourishment. Then, with 
this hot dish, serve the turnip-tops as n 
veg ‘table. Cook them in n double pan— 
or even in a inrge jam pot, covered over, 
and placed in ledling wafer. By this, or 
by a douMe-pnn boiler, you prevent 
wnste ns well an burning. Do not add 
much water; a wineglnssful will be 
enough, with a piece of butter the size 
of a walnut. Perhaps with this dish it 
would lu* as well to eat a piece meal bis¬ 
cuit or friscuit. 

I would not take fruit at that meal. I 
would take fruit at another meal when 
there are no vegetables. v 

Now this little meal will illustrate sev¬ 
eral points: first of all. that care is need¬ 
ed, because cooking is a vital art. It la 
nt least ns useful ns sculpture and paint¬ 
ing. Indeed, it does mold and paint fbe 
human body. Good choice, good cookery 
nnd good eating mean a good figure, a 
clear eye. a fine complexion. 

Tiiis meal also includes nourishment, 
by the beans and letils and cheese, if such 
by the bean* and lentils ami cheese, if 
such things agree. 

It shows how a few pence may give os 
good results as many shillings, the cheap¬ 
ness being due to the materials them¬ 
selves nnd to the freadout from waste, 
thanks to the double pan, and the use of 
the turnip-tops, etc., for food, instead of 
for the dust bin, where they are worse 
than useless. 

The meal has varied tastes, and the 
more leisurely you eat it the more taste 
you will get from’it. 

Thu cooking must not be sudden and 
hurried. Hurrying is the great fault of 
the age, In the kitchen as well oh at the 
table. Deliberateness is worth while- 
deliberateness iu choosing, In cooking, 
and then in eating foods. At present the 
British public does not know the value of 
such deliberateness. IC is not taught at 
school or at home.

standing. The room was about feet 
long and 20 feet wide, anil was decorated 
in dark blue, with woodwork of dark oak. 
Two windows looked out ujion the Neva 
and the admiralty bridge, nnd the op¬ 
posite wall was lined with book cases. 
There was :i large consultation table, not 
tinlikf- the table of a hoard "f bank direc¬ 
tors. in the centre of the room, and nt 
one end was an American roll-top desk. 
As the interview progressed we walked 
about the apartment, looked out of the 
windows,, nnu stood by the large table. 
Several times he took a cigarette from 
his cigarette case, nt tlie same time offer¬ 
ing one to me. The whole conversation 
was precisely such ns one American citi¬ 
zen might have with, another. There was 
nothing in nis n ft it title or his manner nt 
any time to suggest that he was a royal 
personage. 

The subject of our interview, with 
which he had already been made familiar 
by his ministers, was the perfecting of 
better arrangements for obtaining news 
of Russia for the Associated Press; the 
expediting of our dispatches; the tqieuing 
of avenues for news-getting in Russia; 
and the abolition of the censorship, 
which had practically reached the point 
when* no news could be sent by telegraph 
from the Empire. I asked if lie desired 
me to speak with frankness, and being 
given that assurance I did so. 

Czat’s Openness of Mind. 

I told him certain facts which it is iiot 
expedient for me to make public, buf 
which were important, nnd he recog¬ 
nized their importance. They bore upon 
the then existing sources beyond the 
frontier from which tlie grant mass of 
Russian news came and the impossibility 
«>f verifying the dispatches or of correct¬ 
ing any fnUe impression* to whic h they 
might give rise. 

He listened closely, nnd asked many 
questions. In answer to his question as 
to the special privileges desired. I nsked 
for the entire abolition of the censorship 
iu so far as press dispatches were con¬ 
cerned; for free entry nt nil times during 
office Hours to the various ministers for 
the purpose of obtaining news; and for 
two other privileges which need uot here 
be detailed. Prior to that* time a corre¬ 
spondent would no more have thought of 
trying to obtain admission to the war 
office or the admiralty than of breaking 
Info a fortress, and the attempt would 
have been about as successful in the one 
case ns in the other. 

His attitude was entirely favorable, 
find he said that he saw’ no reason why 
Russia should not be put upon the same 
basis as the ot*her governments mention¬ 
ed. When I suggested putting the facts 
in the form of a written memorandum, 
be said he would be pleased If I would 
do so. as he then could discuss the mat¬ 
ter more intelligently with his ministers. 
He gave me to understand that unless 
sora* obstacle then nnforaeen should arise 
all tlie privileges asked for would be ex¬ 
tended-

“Little bill the bishof 


Of all the clergy who have undertaken 
the pl<*k-nml-shovel work of the church in 
the colonies. Says il»e Central African 
Times, published at Blantyre, no figure Is 
Imbued with greater Interest tban^tiiat of 
the Right Rev. B'shop Gaul, of ’Mnshona- 
laud. who i* popularly known to Mashoua- 
landers as "Little Bill.” 

Such a little man a* he Is—five feet four
